CHAPTER  CX. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  Intoxica'ing  and 
brewed  liquors. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General 
Asaemh'y  of  the  8tate  of  New  Jem;,  That 
hereafter  no  license  to  keep  an  inn  or  tavern,  or 
to  sell  Splrttn  us.  vinous,  malt  or  brewed  liquors 
shall  be  gr -in ted  h v  anv  court,  excise  board  or 
other  board  or  authority  having  power  bv  law 
to  grant  license,  except  upon  payment,  by  the 
applicant  or  licensee,  or  a  llcen-e  fee.  as  herein¬ 
after  mentioned,  that  is  to  say:  in  all  township*, 
towns:* boroughs  or  cities  having,  by  the  census 
la-t  preceding  the  granting  of  such  license,  a 
impufsltion  of  not  more  than  three  thousand,  a 
license  fee  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars; 
in  all  townships,  towns,  tiomugbs  or  cities  hav¬ 
ing.  by  such  census,  a  population  exceeding 
three  thousand  and  not  exceeding  ten  thou-mad. 
a  license  fee  of  not  le«s  than  <  ue  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars;  and  in  all  townships,  towns,  bor¬ 
oughs  or  cities  having,  by  such  census,  a  p*c  illa¬ 
tion  exceeding  ten  thousand,  a  license  ,ee  of  not 
less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars:  no  li¬ 
cense  shall  be  granted  for  a  longer  period  than 
one  year. 

And  be  It  enacted.  That  if  the  holder  of  any 
h  license  shall  sell  or  <-ffer  for  sale,  barter  or 
give,  or  suffered  to  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale, 
bsrtered  or  given  within  hi-s  tavern,  beer-shop, 
liquor  saloon  or  other  premises,  any  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt,  liquor,  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  commonly  called  Suudav.  or  shall  give  or 
sell,  or  offer  to  be  given  or  sold  any  such  liquors 
to  anv  minor  or  apprentice  contrary  to  law,  or 
shall  keep  a  disorderly  house,  or  shall  harbor 
drunken  persons  vagrants,  idle  and  vicious  per¬ 
sons,  thieves,  gamblers,  prostitutes  or  other  dis¬ 
orderly  persons,  or  shall  suffer  gaiob  lng  or  un¬ 
lawful  games  of  etnnee  or  other  unlawful  acts 
to  be  done  or  carried  on  in  his  tavern,  beer-sh«p, 
liquor  saloon  op  other  premises,  or  shall  violate 
auy  law  of  the  state  regulating  the  sale  of  in¬ 
toxicating  liquors,  hts  license  shall' thereby  be 
come  forfeited  and  void,  and  upon  complaint  of 
anv  three  residents  of  thetowu-hlp  or  mimic-l- 
l>ality  wherein  such  license  is  used  and  exer¬ 
cised,  veriti-d  by  the  oaths  of  such  complainants, 
being  presented  either  In  term-time  or  vacation, 
to  anv  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  county,  or  judge  of  the  circuit  court  held 
therein,  alleging  that  ^ny  such  license  ha*  be- 
corfte  forfeited  and  void,  and  specifying  the  acts 
complained  of  which  shall  be  alleged  to  hive 
worked  such  forfeiture, Kshall  l>e  the  duty  of  such 
judge  to  endorse  upon  such  complaint  an  order 
'hat  the  persons  complained  of  show  cause  lie- 
fore  the  court  at  its  next  sitting,  not  less  than 
five  days  from  the  making  of  said  order,  whr  Ids 
license  «honld  not  be  declared  forfeited  and  re¬ 
voked  bv  the  court,  and  said  complaint  and  or 
der  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  coudty 
and  a  eopv  thereof  served  upon  the  person  com¬ 
plained  of.  personally,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at 
his  residence  or  his  tavern,  b-er-shop  or  Hqnor- 
-aloon  at  least  five  days  before  the  return  of 
said  order;  when  complaint,  is  presented  to  a 
juAge  of  the  common  pleas  the  presiding  judge 
foiMhe  mop1' iseTTf “head n g  su<  h  complaint,  and 
all  such  comP’atnts  shall  be  heard  in  a  summary 
wav  if  upon  the  bearing  of  the  court  before  whom 
the  complaint  was  riiade  shall  find  the  defendant 
gailtv  <>f  the  offenses  set  forth  in  this  septic-,  or 
a*y  of  them,  judgment  shall  be  rendered  revok¬ 
ing  the  lii'ense  t»f  the  person  complained  of-  and 
tn  case  the  defendant  L<*  found  not  guilty,  the 
court  shall  discharge  the  order  to  show  cause:  in 
case  a  license  be  so  revoked  the  person  to  whom 
the  same  was  granted  shall  Iks  disqualified  for 
one  vear  from  receiving  any  license  in  this  state: 
and  in  case  any  person  be  a  second  time  «o  found 
guilty,  and  his  license  revoked,  he  shall  be  for¬ 
ever  disqualified  from  receiving  a  license  in  this 
state:  and  in  case  proof  is  made  at  such  hea  ing 
of  the  previous  condition  and  revocation  of  11- 
the  court  shall  enter  In  its  judgment  a 
finding  of  that  fact:  the  court  or  judge,  on  mak¬ 
ing  such  order,  may  require  the  complainants  to 
file  a  stipulation  for  costs,  and  the  costa  of  such 
hearing  shall  be  paid  by  the  defendant  if  f  tint! 
guilty,  and  by  the  complainants  if  the  rule  or 
r.ler  be  disc  harged:  the  remedy  provided  in  this 
s  etion  is  in  addition  to  the  other  penalties  pro- 

enacted.  That  no  license  to  sejj 
jlrltuous.  or  malt,  or  brewed  liquors  at  retail 
to  he  drunk  on  or  about  the  premises,  shall  be 
granted  by  any  court,  excise  board  or  o' her 
board.  In  any  store,  apartments  or  other  p  ace 
In  which  anv  grocery  store  or  other  mercantile 
business  is  carried  on:  and  any  pemon  carrying 
on  the  sale  of  such  liquors  at  retail,  to  be  drunk

CHAPTRK  CXI. 

An  Act  concerning  roads  in  townships  having  a 
public  road  board. 

1.  Be  It  enacted  bv  the  Senate  and  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  That 
whenever  a<iv  road  di-trict  in  any  township  of 
this  state  having  a  public  road  board  shall  omit, 
for  one  year,  to  elect  a  road  commissioner,  and 
fail  to  vote  and  rilse  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
to  maintain,  work  aDd  keep  I*  repair  the  pub  tc 
highways  within  such  dl-trict.  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  township  committee  of  sni-h  township  to 
call  a  special  meeting  of  the  inhabitants 
of  such  district  to  vote  and  raise  by 
tax  on  the  sa'd  district,  to  be  assessed, 
and  collected  as  other  taxes,  such  sum 
as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  maintaining, 
working,  repairing  and  keeping  'n  order  the 
highways  in  the  district  A  majority  of  'he 
legal  voters  so  assembled  shall  determine  the 
amount  of  moneys  to  be  raised,  assessed  and 
collected,  which  moneys  shall  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  mid  township  com¬ 
mittee  In  necessary  repdrs.  maintaining  and 
working  the  highways  In  the  said  district. 

2.  And  be  It  enacted,  That  the  act  entiiled 
“Supplement  to  ‘An  act  concerning  roads  in 
the  township  of  Palisades,  in  the  county  of 
Bergen,’  approved  March  twent  v-seennd. 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy  live,”  which 
supplement  was  approved  April  eighth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-five,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed. 

:i.  And  be  It  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take 
effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  CXII. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  governor  to  detail  a 
suitable  portion  of  the  national  guard  of  this 
state  to  act  »s  an  escort  to  the  state  officers, 
veteran  soldiers  and  guests,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  dedication  of  the  state  monuments  at 
Gettysburg,  and  to  provide  for  the  expeuscs 
attending  the  same. 

4.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  That 
the  governor,  adjutant-genera1,  comptroller,  and 
the  commissioners  appointed  to  erect  monu 
ments  on  the  battle-field  of  Gettysburg,  be  ami 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  and  carry 
into  effect  suitable  arrangements  for  the  dedi 
cation  of  the  monuments  erected  by  the  stat  \ 
and  for  the  commemoration  of  the  heroic  ser¬ 
vices  of  New  Jersey  troops  on  that  field:  they 
may.  In  their  discretion,  in  the  name  of  the 
state,  invite  all  surviving  officers  and  men  who 
were  actually  present  at  the  battle  of  Gettvs- 
burg.  attached  to  New  Jersey  regiments  or  but 
teries.  to  attend  the  dedicatory  exercises  upon 
the  battle-field,  and  may  provide  for  the  cost  >f 
their  transportation  and  subsistence;  the  gover¬ 
nor  is  authorized  to  detail  a  suitable  portion  of 
the  national  guard  to  act  as  an  escort  to  the 
governor,  state  officers  and  veterans,  and  to  use 
such  eamp  equipage  and  other  property  of  the 
state  as  may  be  needful  for  said  detail  of  the 
national  guard  and  for  the  officers  and  men  in 
vked  by  the  state  as  aforesaid;  and  the  sum  of
